Was it Austria, the 
Hohenzollerns, Prussian militarism, 
tie German people as a Whole, or 
certain groups of capitalists. It Is 
evident now thai the whole nation 
was Imbued with a definite purpose, 
that of world domination, with the 
conviction that they are God's chosen 
people*, with the bate of England. 
We niil not realize that for a quarter 
of a oeptury the Whole nation was 
preparing for world power, by col- 
lecting men. ammunition and ships. 
Hut tlie scheme of preparation hud a 
much deeper basis than this, its foun- 
dation was a definite plan of educa- 
tion in the schools and universities 
where students were taught that Ger- 
many was tlie first and best nation, 
thai England was a decayed military 
power, that Prance was given over to 

vice. By tbis carefully applied state 

system of education the children were 

not allowed to contemplate the value 

of the ideals of any foreign people. In

Prime 
Nicholas Hennin, was suit to War 
saw to represent llussia, and to build 
up u Russia-Prussian party annum 
the nobles of the country, licpnin 
did his work well, even going so far 
as to manage that a large pari ot 

the permanent troops of Ponlatowskl 
should be Russian. 
The next thing necessary was a 

pretext with some foundation, and 
Catharine and Frederick did not have 
much difficulty in discovering sev- 
eral. These were first- tin- genera) 
disturbance throughout the country, 
a disturbance which had been care- 
fully fostered by Repnin, and second 
-Hie unfortunate position occupied 
by the religious dissenters. In a 
general way the whole country Was 
Roman Catholic, not over 10 per 
cent, of the population being Dissent- 
ers. 

Karly in 177 J the tune for the first 
partition of Poland was thought lo 
he ripe. Maria Theresa, of Austria 
was approached this year with re- 
gal it to her participation of the 
spoils, and with much seeming re- 
luctance she at last consented, and 
before the end of 1772 Austria, llus- 
sia and Prussia had leagued together 
to despoil Poland. 

Through this the Initial partition 
was accomplished much more 
smoothly than it would otherwise 

have been, in this partition Poland 
lost one-lift h of her territory. Prussia 
gaining lands on the Lower Vistula. 
Austria a portion of Western Gall- 
cla. and Russia's frontier merely 
moving somewhat westward. 

Poland had a fighting chance lo 
save herself III 17NK, before the next 
partition took place. Through u war 
with Turkey. Russia's affairs were 
not of the best, and Prussia and Aus- 
tria were represented by .rulers of 
small political capacity — for Maria 

Theresa had passed, and her son 
ruled in her stead. Poland did at* 
tempt to free herself from the yoke 
under I he able leadership of Prince 
Joseph Ponlatowskl and Koscuisko, 
This revolt, led by thesp two great 
lead' rs, failed, and by its failure 
caused the second and greatest of 
tile three partitions. 

By this partition of 1793, the area 
of Poland was reduced lo one-third 
of Its original area. llussia profited 
most by this deal, although Prussia's 
share was not small, while Austria 
received considerable territory in the 
neighbourhood of Cracow. 

The third and last partit ion look 
place two years later. In 17!»."i. and by 
It Poland ceased to exist as an Inde- 
pendent kingdom. 

Mince that date many efforts have 
been made to free Poland, but none 
• :l Importance, down to the uprising of 
18611. At the treaty of Vienna the 
Polish question was decidedly a 
vexing our; finally, by this treat} 
tin control of the greater part of Po- 
land was vested with Russia, and it 
is with llussia that Poland Is c\er a 
soclated to the popular mind.

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WHAT OF CLASS HOCKEY? 

Of ill times of the year the present should be the time when we 
8re on the eve of great things. Now is the time when we are inclin- 
ed to rest upon our oars in regard to studying with the thought of im- 
}ienilinp examinations being more or less remote. It is at such a time 
when men bave the time, the tendency ami the willingness to enter 

into the spirit of athletics that the greatest effort should he made to 

have all college organizations, going, live concerns, 

Thus tar there has been a very noticeable lack of initiative on 
tht' part of the hockey organisation to promote or foster competition 
of class or faculty teams. The skating season will, at the best, not be 
longer than six or seven weeks, and if any sort of satisfactory schedule 
is to be arranged, it means "getting busy'* in the quickest possible 
time. So far as it is known, none of the teams have yet indulged in 
iiny practises, and it is extremely doubtful if class teams have been 
selected. What is wanted at this time is immediate action, for il is 
only in this way that it will he at all worth while entering teams to 

compete. In the past the lack of practice or the want of it has made 

many of the class games little less than a farce, or at any rate altoge- 
ther too one-sided. My starting early all teams will have an oppor- 
tunity to choose the best available material, and work it into proper 
shape. 

The splendid results which attended the inter-faculty football 
scries last fall has brought out a point which should not be overlooked 
in the hockey programme just now, and it is whether or not if would 
not he better to do away with class hockey for the present, and make 
all the games inter-faculty. There are certain years at the Uni* 
vcrsity which would find it difficult to muster enough men who skat- 
ed — let alone ever handled a hockey stick — to make the games worth 
while, and even so, they would be relying on nearly every man to 
turn out who could manage in any way. From past experience we 
are certain such a state of affairs is too risky an undertaking. Were 
falter-façulty hockey played it would give the situation an entirely 
different complexion, and the friendly rivalry, as exhibited at the 
football games, would then serve as a needed incentive to the support 
of the competing teams.

Dr. Fryer went to considerable 
pains to make his opinion cover the field to as great a degree as pos- 
sible, and his position as Associate Professor of History should call for 
more than passing consideration.

QUATE, SAYS DR. FRYER.

In re. The lecture, whenever the sub- 
ject admits a formal presentation, haH 
always seemed to me preferuble to 
its alternative, the recitation. Even 
now I will recall with something of 
horror, the dull weary classes of my 
own days with a bored and indiffer- 
ent professor throwing Questions at 

random to a class from one to two 
hundred students, each supposed to 
have done Ik forehand two hours of 
assigned reading. The class look its 
tone always from the least able stu- 
dents, and drugged ils way with 
hopeless and aimless effort through a 
session. In small advanced classes of 
the Senior years, a recitation that is 
really a discussion can be pursued, to 
great advantage, but the daily oral 
"quizz" in the large mixed classe* 
of the Junior vars ileieats almos; 
• every worth-while academic purpose. 
My own experience leads nie under 
all circumstances to prefer the lec- 
ture. 

Of course there is more than one 
way of giving a lecture. To urge a 
uniform method or style seems to me. 
Dr. Fryer continued, quite undesir- 
able and short-sighted. Each lectur- 
er has his own individual manner of 
trying to make his subject \lvld and 
Intelligible. The more he follows his 
own inclination In this respect the 
better. I have known some who like 
a carefully written disquisition. It is 
a truly admirable method! for it 
lends itself to a dignified measured 
presentation. I have known others 
who appear to give class room lec- 
tures quite extemporaneously. It is 
a method with obvious advantages; 
it makes for fluency and often 
achieves a popular emotional ef- 
fect. But I think it generally un 
trustworthy as a means of academic 
instruction. 

Now, to propose, as your question 
does. Bald Dr. Fryer, that either type 
of lecturer should waive his natural 
inclination and be obliged to talk dis- 
cursively from a printed syllabus. Is 
to suggest that each should do vio- 
lence to his own individuality. For, 
after all. a t la.ss-room lecturer Is the 
best Judge of just how his own re- 
I own es in matter, diction and de- 
livery can be utilized witii best ef- 
fect in conveying instruction in his 
own particular -n:. .,<•■'. To observe 
a set procedure, would mean to sac- 
rifice part of the distinctive style 
each lecturer cultivates, and to re- 
duce all Ic tun - to a repellent same- 
ness. Diversity in meihod, as la per- 
sonality, makes the very essence of 
College atmosphere as distinct from 
school. 

If I am not mistaken. Dr. Fryer 
went on, the reason why you would 
like all lectures given In a new uni- 
form way or by a uniform procedure 
is to make it easier to take note» ! ! 
Isn't ti at rather a preposterous idea? 



What can It matter to anyone how- 
notes are taken? Note-taking is not an 
end in itself. When done sensibly it 
may be, and often Is, a great help to- 
wards mental concentration during a 
lecture and towards definiteness of 
expression. And for some reason or 
other, it does give a student confi- 
dence, and assurance to have a record 
in his own handwriting of what has 
been said and explained in the class 
room. It helps to dispel the unac- 
countable hysteria, that frequently 
precedes an examination. This, a 
printed syllabus, never semis to do. 
You feel that If you yourself have 
taken copious notes, you are some- 
how safely assured against surprises 
i in the fatal three hours at the close 
I ot the session. I mention this, be- 
| cause I have often pondered over the 
frantic note-taktng I have had to 
witness occasionally; a practice 
which still remains a mystery to me 
unless this psychological explanation 
be valid. 

Speaking for myself. Dr. Fryer re- 
sumed after a pause, I have often 
wished that some rational form of 
note-taking could be. cultivated. As 
a rule, studeuts are taking down too 
much and are trying for n verhntlm 
report. This Is really a mechanical 
and not an Intellectual feat. 1 am 
not saying that under certain cir- 
cumstances and with a certain type 
of lecture such a method Is not de 
slrable: undoultedly, it is desirable. 
But 1 do not tbittlt thai In many 
case* the frenzied scranibl» to get 
down a verbatim record defeat/ ;i 
own end. l! i:; as your question siik- 
gests, a waMe of ttUti and mentally 
a rather vlcio.it effet t. Iltit I do no' 
think thai, printed outlines could 
« lieck or cure such a vice.

The progress In science has added 
to the materialistic possessions of 
the world, but has not contributed 
to Its real culture. 

We must realize that the issues of 
this war are the Issues of our respec- 
tive cultures or civilizations, it Is a 
struggle between the Prussian mode 
of thought and method of life, and the 
Anglo-t'rench one. It does not mat- 
ter so much whether we crush Prus- 
sia, or not, but wu must stop the Prus- 
Btanlsatton of the world. The deteri- 
oration of culture Which lias been go- 
ing on in Germany is also ut work in 
the rest ot the world; it Is the ma- 
terialistic plutocratic tendency. The 
doctrine that Germany Should lead 
ihe world was preached to a poor but 
ambitious people, and they were led 
to believe that war was a spiritual 
disinfectant, and that necessity know- 
no law. Thus the altruistic culture 
of older Germany was destroyed. 
Force, science and efficiency were to 
he imposed upon the world. We have 
to face the same danger. Prussian 
force may take the form of Bggres- 
she patriotism, and scientific effi- 
ciency that or material greed. 

German commercial end education- 
al Ideals have spread all over the 
world. The military spirit Is found 
In other countries besides Germany, 
—the doctrine that bombs and dol- 
lars are the only things. All nations 
are infected with the poison of self- 
ishness. This is a war that cannot 
bo waged In one generation; It falls 
upon those who are left at home, too, 
upon the children, the citizens of to- 
morrow. The responslliilily does not 
rest on conferences alone, but on the 
individual, and we, as individuals,

2.— In order to clear the ground of 
extraneous matter; let me begin by 
saying what 1 ani not going to talk 
about. 

First. I am not going to talk 
about the disabilities of women, hut 
of married women. This rules out 
questions which fall within tilie 
sphere of what we call Public Luw, 
the disqualification of women for the 
t'arliamentary vote, for jury service, 
for the practice of the legal profes- 
sion and other such matters. 

Secondly. — I am not going to talk 
about the marriage laws, though that 
Is a theme on which a good deal 
might be said on a filling occasion. 

What I am going to speak ot is the 
disabilities of married women in the 
sphere of civil law— that is in the 
ordinary business uffurs of every-, 
day lift — and particularly In relation 
to property and to contract. One 
need not be a lawyer to understand 
the difference between "ineum" and 
"tuuni," and that essentially is the 
luw of property. One need not b6 
a lawyer to understand that if you 
make a bargain you must stick lo It, 
and that essentially is the law of con 
tract. 

So you see I am going to talk about 
matters which in outline, at all 
events, are perfectly familiar to all 
of you. 

:i. — Now you will ask pernaps, and 
very naturally, why I can speak of 
the law relating to married women 
as a dlstind branch of law. A won 
you may think, if after all the 
same person after marriage as before. 
My answer to that is that she- may 
be the same person, physically, men- 
tally and morally, but she Is not the 
same person legally. In no legal sys- 
tem known to me Is a woman quite 
the same person utter marriage as 
before. .Marriage give3 a changed 
complexion to her personality, so 
that lier capacity to acquire and dis- 
pose of property, to make bargains, 
to tako part in legal proceedings—in 
a word all her legal rights an\l duties 
arj changed— and, 1 must add, often 
changed for the worse by the cele- 
bration of marriage. 

in fact, in tlio rye of the law, a 
married woman is a departure — not 
(o say an aberration - from type. She 
la treated by the law as something 
I out of the common-— something ah- 
1 normal— Just as a boy or girl under 
j 21 years of age Is treated by the law 
! as a lui or mul on the ground of imma- 
turity of understanding, or the mad- 
man or lunatic as uhnornial on the 
1 ground of imbeeilltty of Intellect, or 
the prodigal as abnormal on the 
ground of feebleness of character. 

4— My object is to tell you what 
the law is. To explain how It lias 
come to he what. It is would lead us 
astray from the facts of modern life 
Into tho Intricate and obscure by- 
paths of historical research, into 
such Investigations 1 will not ask 
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Provinces iu the same, but It is so 
nearly the same that for Ihe purposes 
of this address 1 can treat it as the 
same. In substance the capacities 
and Incapacities of married women 
are the same in Nova Scotia as in 
Manitoba, the same in Manitoba as 
in British Columbia. Hut in Quebec 
the luw is quite different from all the 
other Provinces. It is more primi- 
tive in character. It has been less 
affected by legislation. I shall speak 
to you ol' tho legul position of the 
married woman — first In this Prov- 
ince, and secondly in the other Prov- 
inces of Canada. 

ti.— To speak, then, first of the law 
of the Province of Quebec. We re- 
mark to begin with, that a woman is 
to a certain extent the arbiter of her 
own fnte. She may marry with a 
marriage contract or without one. If 
there is no marriage contract the 
measure ol her disability is determin- 
ed by tho law. If there is a marriage 
contract she may secure to herself a 
certain degree of freedom. Let us 
see what lier position Is according as 
she adopts one or other of these al- 
ternatives, if a woman marries with- 
out a marriage contract there comes 
Into existence immediately upon mar- 
riage a community of goods between 
husband and wife. This means brief- 
ly, that the property of the consorts 
both what they had before marriage 
and tfhat they acquire after mar- 
riage, constitutes n common fund ad- 
ministered by the husband. When 
the marriage is determined by death 
the common fund Is divided Into two 
equal parts, one half going to the 
heirs of ,the deceased husband or 
wife as the rase may be, the other 
half going to the. survivor. The Im- 
movable property — that is land and 
houses — which belonged to the- lady 
before marriage or to which she be- 
comes entitled during the marriage 
by succession, or an equivalent title, 
does not fall into the community, it 
remains the separate property or the 
wife. Hut the rents and profits aris- 
ing from it are treated as common. 

7, — The common fund, I have said, 
is under the administration of the 
husband. What does that mean? It 
means that he may deal with it as 
owner without the consent, and even 
against the will of his wife. He may 
sell her stock and shares and gam- 
ble away the proceeds. Furniture, 
plate, pictures, books i and ready 
money may go the same road. If 
anything remains over It may 'ie tsU- 
en In execution for his debts. As for 
the wife— short of getting her hus- 
band interdicted as a prodigal, or of 
procuring a separation ot goods or 
a separation from bed and board— all 
of them rather extreme measures- 
she Is helpless. Such a state of 
things may seem to you strange and 
perhaps unjust hut 1 must remind 
you that by C, C Art.. 174, "the wife 
owes obedience to the husband"; and 
by Art. 1259, "the husband is the head 
of the conjugal association." 

Of course it may be said that the 
thing cuts both ways, and that the 
wife has an equal chance with the 
husband of sharing in the profits 
which may accrue to the community. 
This is true. Hut the fact that the 
husband administers the common 
fund puts it at his mercy, while the 
wife, on lier part, exercises no con- 
trol over It whatever. Nor Is the hus- 
band's power restricted to the goods 
of the community. Dy 10. 0. Art. 129S 
the husband has the administration 
of the private property of his wife, 
and by consequence, according to 
one view, the right to alienate- her 
moveable property. 

As regards her land, the married 
woman Is in a better position. It is 
true thai she cnnnol dispose of it 
without her husband's consent !or 
failing that without an order of court. 
Hul neither, on the other hand, can 
lie dispose of It without her consent. 
He cun, however, lease lier immove- 
ables for a period not exceeding nine 
years, and such lease will bind the 
wife after the dissolution of the com- 
munity. 

As to appearance in court, a we- 
ed quite shortly that a woman mar- 
ried in community of property has 
no power whatever of binding her- 
self by contract unless her husband 
becomes a party to the deed or gives 
his consent In writing. Art., 177). 
There is an exception in favor of a 
married uomiiu who is carrying on a 
publie trade with the authorization of 
her husband. Also she enjoys the 
privilege, nf having a banking account 
of her own to an amount not exceed- 
ing Win. nnd may deposit to the 
amount of {2,000 in certain local 
Savings Banks. 

As to appearane in court, a wo- 
man married in community can nei- 
ther file nor be sued unless assisted 
or authorized by her husband. fArt. 
176). 

8. — Such. then, is the position if n 
womun lias married without msrri tge 
contrait. Hy marriage contract she 
run, uithin limits, make her posi- ) 
tloil lieiter. The lav/ ret-ognlzes rari- , 
ous systems which may be. estsblisit- 
ed by ante-nuptial agreement. 

I speak only of that which secures 
to the married woman the greatest 
! freedom which trie law permit* — Ii 
m"an Ihe system of a separation of I 
property. I'nder this system the wife ,' 
retains I he entire administration o r | 
her property, moveable and Immove- 
able, and the free enjoyment of h^r

This certificate gives the right to 
prospect on public lunds and on private lands, on which the mineral rights be 
long to the Crown. 

The holder of this certificate may stake mining claims to the extent of 20 
seres. 

WORKING CONDITIONS. 

During the first six mouths following the staking of the claim, work on it 
must be performed to the extent of al least twenty-five days of eight hours. 

SIX MONTHS AFTER STAKING. 

At the expiration of six months from the date of the staking, the pro:- 
pector, to retain his rights, must take oui a mining license. 

MINING LICENSE. 

The mining license may cover 40 to 20(1 acres in unsurveyed territor> 
The price of this license is Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of $10.00 
on issue. It is valid for one year, and is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during the year work has been performed to ilu 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres. 

MINING CONCESSION. 

Notwithstanding the above, a mining concession may be acquired at any 
time al the rate of $5.00 an acre for SUPERIOR METALS, and $3.00 an acre 
Cor INFERIOR MINERALS. 

The attention of prospectors is specially called to the territory in th. 
Nortli-Western part of (lie Province of Quebec, north of the height of lam! 
where important mineralized belts are known to exist.
